Q: My rake handle caught j 


fire once too many times 
while raking leaves and final- 
ly snapped off just above the 
iron part. How can I get the 
stump out so I can put in a 
new handle? — Waterbury. 


A: File off the rivet heads 


so you can pull or drive them 
out. Then the stump can be 
pried out if it doesn't drop out 
by itself. 


Q: Two years ago, I put a 


recommended sealer on my 
basement walls. Then a year 
later I painted; also with 
recommended paint sold by 
local cement company. Now 
the paint has peeled in a few 
places. There is a 
little 


dampness t h e r e , but the 
basement is always dry. What 
is the reason? — Oconto 
Falls, Wis. 


A: From description, sounds 


as though you may have 
missed the peeled spots when 
you put on the sealer, or 
didn't p u t on generously 
enough. I suggest merely re- 
treating these spots with the 
sealer. Then the paint should 
stick. 


Q: The 
wall above our 


fireplace slopes back slightly. 
Can this be made vertical so 
we can hang a picture or two 
on it? — Columbia. 


A: Perfectly possible. The 


false wall can be any type 
paneling, such as Masonite, 
plywood, etc., fastened to an 
outline of one-by-one lumber 
on the ceiling.

OSHKOSH - Nine sanitary 


districts are being formed in 
Winnebago County to improve 
poorly planned rural sewage 
disposals, said Carl Mailahn, 
county zoning officer, Thursday, 
during a meeting of the Winne- 
bago County Rural-Urban De- 
velopment Council. 


Construction could start in 


two years on sewage systems 
linking parts of the Town of 
Oshkosh to the m u n i c i p a l 
treatment plant here, Mailahn 
predicted. 


Unplanned development along 


the shores of Lake Winnebago 
and Lake Butte des Morts has 
resulted in many undersized lots 
with ineffective septic tank sys- 
tems, he said. 


"A major portion of our lake 


frontage has been developed 
with too-small lots." The prob- 
lem is compounded because 
often such dwellings were con- 
structed without consideration 
for proper drainage elevations. 
"Many of our septic tank fail- 
ures. . .are hi these areas along 
the waterways." 


Although the county earlier 


adopted a zoning ordinance it 
was not until 1967 that it was 
adopted by 15 of the 16 towns in 
the cotfnty. All towns now are 
included in a floodplain and 
shoreland ordinance required by 
state law, Mailahn explained. 


Sanitary districts now will 


permit development of treat- 
ment facilities in crowded areas 
in the county. 


A Town of Oshkosh distinct 


including eastern parts of the 
town along Lake Winnebago will 
transfer sewage into Oshkosh 
for t r e a t m e n t . A district 
including much of the western 
portion of the Town of Oshkosh 
and an area surrounding the 
Village of Butte des Morts also 
wffl pipe wastes into Oshkosh 
for treatment. 


In the Town of Algoma a 


district is being formed along 
the south shore of Lake Butte 
des Morts. This area eventually 
will funnel sewage into Oshkosh. 


Oshkosh also will receive 


sewage from a new sanitary 
district 
including the 
Stony 


Beach area adjacent to the 
south city limits of Oshkosh. 


A small treatment facility will 


be built to serve the needs of 
individuals living hi the Reign- 
moor Plat 
sanitary district 


along the south shore of Lake 
Butte des Morts. 


The Town of Winchester also 


will develop a treatment plant 
to serve dwellings along the 
intersection of State 150 and 
State 110. 


Sewage in a new Town of

Liberals have re- 
versed early support for the 
plan, making prospects for pas- 
sage in 1971 cloudy.

Palette Pen Holder 
Handy for Young Artist

For the boy or girl who likes 


to color pictures with felt- 
•tipped brush pens, the palette 


Corrugated Board 


and pen holder shown in figure 
1 is a handy device. It has the 
added advantage of providing 
the young artist with a pad of 


paper on which to test various 
colors. 


The palette is simply a piece 


of corrugated box board cut to 
a suitable shape. As shown in 
figure 1 a thumb hole should 
be cut into the board and a

There will be no payments for diverting land from

Where Our Money Goes in Thailand 


Anyone who has ever been remotely 


connected with the military knows about 
the waste which may not be any worse 
than in other organizations where in- 
dividuals are seldom held- responsible 
for the costs or where profit is not the 
motive. Nevertheless the bill coming to 
us from Thailand is something of a 
shocker. 


The General Accounting Office, a 


non-political bureau, has made a study 
of our military assistance io Thailand 
and come up with the figure of $260 
million. But even this figure may not be 
accurate as the auditing team says it 
was denied access to one Thai base to 
inspect equipment and facilities and talk 
with American military personnel, 


Thailand, which until its close 


relationship with the United States, had 
been a thoroughly independent nation 
and jealous of that stature, sent 12,000 
troops to Vietnam to figh) on our side. Tn 
addition it made available a number of 
air bases from which most of the 
American air strikes against North 
Vietnam originated. This ^\as not 
publicized in Thailand until about three 
years ago because the military regime 
apparently wasn't quite sure of itself. 
Allowances were paid to the Thai troops 
in combat zones by the United States 
plus apparently such items as death 
gratuities and extra subsistence during 


military training for Vietnam. It was 
obviously a mercenary army but the fact 
had to be concealed as far as possible 
because of the sensitivity of the Thai 
people and their government. We have 
not yet been able to determine whether 
this whole program was really an effort 
to save the Thais from communism or to 
bolster the claims of our government 
about the number and enthusiasm of our 
"allies" in the war. 


Senator Stuart Symington, currently 


a critic of the war and our part in it, says 
that the GAO was not permitted to see 
some documents until the Department of 
Defense had screened them. But the 
auditing team did visit one training 
center in Thailand and reported that 
more than 1,100 trucks and 
other 


American vehicles had been allotted to 
the group, which constituted about twice 
the amount used to outfit an American 
force of the same size. Trucks and other 
equipment were "engulfed in weeds," 
many had obviously had tires and other 
parts stolen and ammunition was stored 
unprotected in open fields. After all, 
there was always supposed to be more 
where this all had come from. 


The General Accounting Office is. 


according to Senator Symington, an 
independent agent of Congress "trvmg 
to ascertain what has happened to the 
people's money." It appears it will be a 
gloomy story.

President Nixon's letter to William 


Scran ton, chairman of the President's 
Commission on Campus Unrest ap- 
pointed by Mr. Nixon, once again 
reflects what appears to be bis lack of 
understanding of the problems on the 
campus. 


The Commission report, published 


several months ago, went into great 
detail about the causes of dissent, unrest 
and finally violent disturbances on the 
nation's campuses. It condemned the 
latter in as strong terms as those used by1 


Vice President Agnew. But it also delved 
into why the dissent came about. It 
turned out it wasn't all Dr. Spock after 
all. "Race, the war, and the defects of 
the modern university have contributed 
to campus unrest," it stated, and it listed 
pages of recommendations. But the one 
suggestion it made seems to have riled 
not only Mr. Agnew, who immediately 
denounced it although it was obvious he 
hadn't had time to read the whole report, 
but it seems to have disturbed Mr. Nixon 
as well. "We urge that the President 
exercise his reconciling moral leader- 
ship as the first step to prevent violence 
and create understanding. It is im- 
perative that the President bring us 
together before more lives are lost and 
more property destroyed and more 
universities disrupted." 


In his letter of transmittal of the 


report to the President, Mr. Scranton 
wrote that much campus unrest "is an 
expression of intellectual restlessness 
and intellectual restlessness prompts 
the search for truth 
our colleges 


and universities cannot survive as 
combat zones, but they cannot thrive 
unless they are receptive to new ideas 


even in this troubled and con- 


fusing time, and precisely because we 
need knowledge and wisdom in such a 
time, our colleges and universities must 
sustain their commitment to the life of 
the mind." 


But in his letter to Mr. Scranton, 


President Nixon seemed obsessed with 
the suggestion that he had not provided 
moral leadership. "Throughout my 
public life I have come to know the 
immense moral authority of the 
presidency. During these past 22 months 
I have hied to exercise that authority to 
bring an end to violence and bitterness." 
And in his inaugural address the 
President stressed negotiations rather 
than confrontations and the "bring us 
together theme." 


But it appears that it is lack of un- 


derstanding rather than lack of aim that 
has handicapped Mr. Nixon. How he can 
possibly state, as he did in his letter to 
Mr. Scranton, that Mr. Agnew is one of 
the "leaders of the national community" 
in this aim is impossible to comprehend. 
The President's "southern strategy," 
the obvious efforts to hold up integration 
of schools, the move into Cambodia, the 
resumption of bombing raids over North, 
Vietnam, the description of college 
dissenters as "bums," the ignoring of 
the Moratorium for Peace march in 
Washington, his obvious surprise at the 
campus reaction to Cambodia and even 
the killings at Kent and Jackson State, 
all indicate that he does not realize the 
opinions of much of youth concerning his 
leadership in Washington. We do not 
imply in any sense that President Nixon 
has provided immoral leadership but he 
has been out of touch — and that great 
silent majority didn't show up in the 
November elections. 


Once again we should emphasize that 


if Presidential commissions are going to 
be appointed to study various problems 
in the nation and unless they are viewed 
as merely stalling devices, their repoils 
should be carelully considered. The 
President's look at the one on campus 
unrest was inadequate to say the least.

In recent months, 
about 20 Russian ships have 
been on station, including a 
guided missile cruiser, three 
destroyers, five submarines 
(at least two, off Ceylon and 
South Africa, armed with 
missiles), a submarine depot 
ship, and various supply ships.

If that were true, Nixon 


argued, "it must also be true 
that great books, great 
paintings and great plays 
have no ennobling effect on a 
man's conduct. Centuries of 
civilization and ten minutes of 
common sense tell us other- 
wise." 


But the President is as 


wrong about "good art" as he 
is about "dirty art." It is a 
melancholy truth of history 
that great books, paintings 
and plays — and even great 
music, which is the most 
direct and profound form of 
emotional communication — 
do not have any lasting effect 
on their audiences, nor even 
on the men who create them. 


Wednesday happened to be 


the 200th anniversary of 
Beethoven's birthday. He was 
one of the world's greatest 
creative geniuses, and his last 
symphonies, quartets and 
sonatas are surely among the 
most "spiritual" ever com- 
mitted to paper. 


But Beethoven's personal 


character was warped, mean 
and petty; he was intensely 
suspicious, quarreled with 
everyone, and died of an 
advanced stage of syphilis 
from his early promiscuity. 


Moreover, even though he 


was worshipped by the Ger- 
man people and their leaders, 
this "ennobling" music on 
behalf of human freedom and 
equality did not have the 
slightest 
effect 
on 
the 


Nazification of the nation. The 
Germans could cry with ec- 
stasy at the "Ode to Joy" in 
the Ninth Symphony, and then 
assent to the diabolical ex- 
termination of anti-Nazis. 


Contrary to the gospel of the 


culture-vultures, great art no 
more uplifts our character 
than pornography debases it. 
The world's worst villains can 
appreciate the finest pain- 
tings, 
attend- the most 


exquisite chamber concerts, 
and read the holiest books — 
while at the same tune 
making a shambles of their 
private lives and violating 
public decency. 


The great works of Greek 


antiquity had no influence on 
the tragic course of Athens, 
which destroyed itself through 
greed, pride, and envy. No 
society has ever followed the 
dictates of its finest thinkers 
and artists, either rejecting 
them outright or paying lip- 
service to their genius while 
pursuing an opposite path. 


And, as a final irony, much 


of the great art that Nixon now 
accepts as "ennobling" was at 
the time of authorship con- 
demned by people like him as 
being seditious, immoral, or 
pornographic, and survived 
only despite attempts at 
government 
suppression. 


What makes people behave 
well or badly has little or 
nothing to do with the level of 
their art-forms.
